Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments see the remarks, filed 01/28/2008, with respect to claims 
1-2, 4-7 and 10-21 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
09/21/2007 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-7 and 10-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor render obvious the instantly claimed invention. There is no 
teaching in the art to perform the process apparatus that is now claimed. The prior art 
does teach a method for producing a silicon single crystal having a large diameter by 
the MCZ method without causing twisting, wherein the crystal is pulled under rotation at 
> 0.4 mm/min velocity (v1 ) of crystal growth and 0.628 x 104 - 1 .0 x 104 mm/min 
velocity (v2) of the peripheral part of the crystal while satisfying the relation of V2 < 3.72 
x 104v 1 + 4.35 x 104. However, the prior art does not teach the ratio M to Vis 
controlled, thereby distributing the impurities in a uniform fashion. There is no motivation 
in the art to change the prior art in order to arrive at the instantly claimed process.
